ARTICLE 2: Are you in favor of the adoption the following ordinance to the Town of South Hampton as proposed by the Selectmen: 
NOISE ORDINANCE 
TOWN OF SOUTH HAMPTON 


I. PURPOSE AND INTENT 

It is declared to be the intent of the Town of South Hampton to promote an environment free from excessive noise which unnecessarily jeopardizes the health and welfare of the 
citizens of the Town of South Hampton and degrades the quality of life in this community, without unduly prohibiting, limiting or otherwise regulating the function of certain noise 
producing equipment which is not amenable to such controls yet is essential to the economy and quality of life of the community. Under the authority granted to the Town 
pursuant to RSA 31:39, the Town adopts this Noise Ordinance to achieve these goals. 


This Ordinance promotes inspection and enforcement by defining offenses and penalties. 


Il. DEFINITIONS 


1. Construction: means any and all physical activity necessary or incidental to the erection, placement, demolition, assembling, altering, cleaning, repairing, installing or 
equipping of buildings and other structures, public or private highways, roads, premises, parks, utility lines or other property and shall include land clearing, grading, 
excavation, filling and paving. 
Demolition: means any dismantling, intentional destruction or removal of structures, utilities, public or private right-of-way surfaces or similar property: 
Domestic Power Equipment: means power equipment intended for use in residential areas by homeowners. Examples include, but are not limited to, chain saws, log- 
ite power saws, drills, grinders; lawn and garden tools and power generating equipment. 
mergency; means any occurrence or set of circumstances involving actual or imminent physical trauma or property damage that demands immediate action. 
Fireworks Speapers means any composition or device designed to produce a visible or an audible effect by combustion, deflagration, or detonation, as defined in 27 C.F.R. 
section 555.11 or as otherwise defined by RSA 160-C:1 
6. Muffler: means a device consisting of a series of chambers or baffle plates, or other mechanical design for the purposes of receiving exhaust gases and effectively 
reducing noise, (RSA 259:66) 
qi Noise Disturbance: means causing a breach of the peace, public inconvenience, annoyance or alarm, or recklessly creates a risk thereof. 
8. Night: means the period between sunset and sunrise, 
9. Person: means an individual, partnership, association, firm, syndicate, company, trust, corporation, department, bureau or agency or any other entity recognized by law 
as having rights and duties, 
10, Tractor-Trailer: means any truck, tractor and semi-trailer. (RSA 257:109). : 
11. Truck: means every motor vehicle designed, used or maintained primarily for the transportation of property. (RSA 259:115-b) 
12. io, loudspeakers. ographs, amplifiers, computers and the like: means any radio, receiver, musical instrument, phonograph, loudspeaker, sound amplifier, 
or other machine, computer or device for the production or reproduction of sound,

Il, PROHIBITED SOUNDS 

Because the creation and/or maintenance of loud, unnecessary or unusual noises, within the Town of South Hampton, which are prolonged, unusual and unnatural in their time, 
place and use, detrimentally affect public health, comfort, convenience, safety, welfare and prosperity of Town citizens, the Town deems it necessary and appropriate to enact the 
following provisions and prohibitions. 
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i. Disorderly Conduct: It shall be unlawful for any person to cause any disturbance prohibited in RSA 644:2 . 


2. Loud Noises: Making loud or unreasonable noises in a public place, or making loud or unreasonable noises in a private place that can be heard in a public place or other 
private places, which noises disturb a person of average sensibilities is prohibited; or, 


The following acts are declared noise disturbances prohibited by this Ordinance. 
A. Disrupting the orderly conduct of business in any public or governmental facility; or, 
B. Disrupting any lawful assembly or meeting of persons without lawful authority; or, 
C. Creating any sound that endanger or injures the safety or health of a person, or annoys or disturbs a reasonable person of normal sensitivities that can cause one or 
more of the following effects: 
i.) Temporary or permanent hearing loss in persons exposed; 
i.) Injury to or tendency to injure, based on current information, the public health or welfare; 
iti.) Unreasonable interference with the comfortable and reasonable enjoyment of life or property, or interference with the conduct of business, 
iv.) Exceeding the limits or restrictions established herein or pursuant to the granting of any permit by the Town. 


3. Radios, Stereos, Musical Instruments, PA Systems, etc. The using, operating or permitting to be played of any radio receiving set, musical instrument, stereo, public address 
systems or other machine, device or computer for the producing or reproduction of sound in such manner as to disturb the health, safety and welfare of the neighboring inhabitants 
at any time, or in such a manner as to be louder than normal conversation at the property line or fifty feet from an individual or vehicle on any public way or public property. 


4. Construction or Repairing of Buildings. The erection (incliding excavation), demolition, blasting (demolition using explosives), alteration of repair of any. building or property 
that generates noise other than between the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 10:00 p.m., except in cases of an emergency in the interest of public health and safety. All equipment used for 


construction shall have properly installed and maintained silencing systems as originally furnished by the equipment manufacturer. This ordinance forbids the use of unmuffled 
exhaust or intake systems on mobile or stationary equipment. 


5. Yelling, shouting and the like. Yelling, shouting, hooting, whistling, singing on the public streets, particularly between the hours of 10:00 PM. and 7:00 AM., or any time or 
place so as to annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort, or repose of persons in any office, or in any dwelling, or other type of residence, or of any persons in the vicinity. 


6. Animals, birds and the like. The keeping of any animal, bird or pet which by causing frequent noise lasting more than thirty minutes continuously or forty five minutes total 
out of any given hour shall disturb the comfort or repose of any person in the vicinity. 


* Eatoroenses Officers may confiscate any and all remaining fireworks on-site. 
8. Firearms: Firearms may not be discharged under the circumstances prohibited by RSA 208:8 and RSA 644:13. 


IV. EXEMPTIONS 


This Ordinance shall not apply to noise emitted by or related to the following: 


1. Persons operating vehicles, machinery, or equipment while engaged in snow clearance or snow removal operations, so long as such operations are performed within 3 days of 
the cessation of a winter storm resulting in the accumulation of at least three (3) inches of snow within the Town’s limits. 


2. Noise created by emergency vehicles in response to or relating to an emergency. 
3, Noise from domestic power equipment operated between the hours of 7:00AM and 9:00PM. 


4. Noise created to perform emergency work to restore property to a safe condition following an emergency, or work required to protect persons or property from exposure to 
imminent danger or damage. This includes noise from power generating equipment. 


5. The existing State Line Field and Stream Club, INC., in accordance with NH RSA Chapter 159-B, 


V. ENFORCEMENT AND PENALTIES 


1. Penalt ty: Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty of a violation. The penalty for a first offense shall be one hundred dollars ($100). The 
fine for a second offense occurring in a calendar year shall be two hundred fifty dollars ($250). The fine for a third or subsequent offense occurring a calendar year shall be 
five hundred dollars ($500), 


2. Manner of Enforcement: Town Officials and Agents shall prosecute violations of this ordinance in the same manner as other violations of the Ordinances of the Town of 
South Hampton. The Police Department, the Building Inspector, the Board of Selectmen of the Town of South Hampton, or their Agents, may bring forward and prosecute 
complaints regarding non-compliance with the provisions of this ordinance. Town Officials and Agents are empowered to seek any and all relief available under the law, 
including but not limited to fines, fees, reimbursement of attomey’s fees and injunctive relief. 


VI. SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of the Ordinance are severable. If any provision of this Ordinance or its application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, such invalidity will not affect 
other provisions or applications of this Ordinance which can be given effect without the invalid provisions or application. 
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ARTICLE 3: Are you in favor of the adoption the following amendment to the Zoning Ordinances of the Town of South Hampton as 
proposed by the Planning Board, Recommended by Planning Board (4-0) 


To see if the town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinance to replace the existing Campground Ordinance with the following text: 


Campground Ordinance 
A) DEFINITIONS: For purposes of this ordinance the following terms are defined: 
Camping Site 
any area in a campground that will be used for the purpose of accommodating a tent or camper unit. 
Camper Unit 
any recreational vehicle, trailer, tent trailer, van, pickup camper, etc. (but not including mobile homes) which can be used to sleep 
in. 
Mobile Home 
any trailer unit exceeding 40 feet in length. 
Campground 
a recreational camping park on which 10 or more tents or camper units are used as temporary living quarters for recreational use 
and a fee is charged for such land use. 
B) The area shown on the South Hampton Tax Map as parcels 1-31 and 1-32, bounded Southerly by the State Line, Northerly and 
Westerly by the shore line of Tuxbury Pond at a pool elevation of 99 feet above sea level and Easterly by land formerly of Woodsom 
shall be designated as a Campground Zone. 
C) The camping season shall be from April 15 through October 15. No campground may be occupied during off- season. 
D) Camping shall be restricted to tents and camper units. 
E) Adequate community bathrooms shall be provided for all tent sites. 
F) No camper unit shall be installed on a camping site in such a way as to consider it permanent. This shall include but is not limited to the 
following methods. 
1.No removal of tires. 
2.No removal of towing arms, hitches etc. 
3.No mounting on blocks or foundations, except for the purpose of leveling. 
4.No skirting around the base of any camper unit. 
G) No porches or enclosed areas shall be attached to any camper unit unless the porch or enclosed area has been designed to be removed and 
packed for travel. 
H) All water, electric, telephone and sewage disposal systems shall be disconnected from all camper units remaining in campgrounds during 
the off-season. 
I) Should any provision of this Ordinance be declared invalid by a Court of competent jurisdiction, this will not invalidate any other 
provisions of this Ordinance. 
J) Any person who violates any provision of this Ordinance shall be subject to a fine of $100.00 per day for each day the violation is found to 
exist. 
The current ordinance reads as follows: 
CAMPGROUNDS 
The area shown on the South Hampton Tax Map as parcels 1-37 and 1-32 that are North of the 
State Line, East and South of Tuxbury Pond and west of land formerly of Woodsom shall be designated as a campground zone 
for the use of recreation and family camping from April 30 to October 31 and not to be used as a mobile home park and to be 
governed pursuant to the laws of the State of New Hampshire pertaining to Campgrounds. (Adopted March 14, 1978, Amended 
March 14, 2002) 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One Hundred Seventy Five 
Thousand Dollars ($175,000) for the purchase of a used fire truck for the Volunteer Fire Department and 
further to authorize the withdrawal of Fifty-Seven Thousand Dollars ($57,000) from the Fire Engine 
Replacement Capital Reserve Fund created in 1993 under RSA 35:1, and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than One Hundred Eighteen Thousand Dollars ($118,000) of bonds or notes in compliance with the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate said bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest and time period thereon, and to take other such action as may 
be necessary to affect the issuance, negotiation, sale and delivery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the 
best interest of the Town; Proceeds from the sale of the old truck shall be used to offset the tax impact of 
this article. If this Warrant Article passes, article 6 is null and void. (A 2/3 ballot vote is required for passage) The 


Board of Selectmen recommends this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0. 
(Passage of this article will not affect property taxes until 2015) 
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ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget Committees recommended 
sum of Seven Hundred Fifty One Thousand Three Hundred Forty One Dollars ($751,341) for the general 
operation of the Town. (The selectman’s recommendation is Seven Hundred Fifty One Thousand Three 
Hundred Forty One Dollars ($751,341) for general Town operations. (Majority Vote required)

The selectman’s operating budget is an increase of approximately 4% from fast year. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars ($15,000) to 
be placed in the Fire Engine Replacement Capital Reserve Fund created in 1993,under RSA 35:1, and to 
further grant the selectmen as agents to expend from said fund. In the event Warrant Article 4 passes, this 
Article shall be deemed unnecessary. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee 
recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
($15,000) to be placed in the Town Buildings & Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund created in 1992 under 
RSA 31:19, and to further grant the selectmen as agents to expend from said fund. The Board of Selectmen 
recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority Vote Required). 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars 
($30,000) to be placed in the Highway Restoration Capital Reserve Fund created in 1997, under RSA 35:1, 
and to further grant the selectmen as agents to expend from said fund. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article 
by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority Vote Required). 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
Dollars ($2,500) to be placed in the Library Technology Capital Reserve Fund created in 2012, under RSA 
35:1 Further to name the Library Trustees as agents to expend with no further approval required by the 
legislative body to expend. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this 
article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund named Bridges Repair 
Capital Reserve Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($2,500) to go into this fund, further to name the selectmen as agents to expend from said fund . The Board of 
Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote 
required) 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Six Hundred 
Twenty Five Dollars ($5,625) to be placed in the Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund created in 2011 under 
RSA 35:1 The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5- 
0 (Majority vote required) 
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ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund named Ball Field Restoration 
Capital Reserve Fund and to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000) further to 
name the selectmen as agents to expend from said fund. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 
and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Campaign 2000 Capital Reserve Fund created in 1998, with 
accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the town’s general fund. Est. balance $1424.77 If this 
article fails, Warrant Article 14 is null and void. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand four hundred twenty four 
dollars ($1424) to be placed in the Town Buildings & Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund with such sum 
to come from the unreserved fund balance created from the discontinuance of the Campaign 2000 
Capital Reserve Fund in Warrant Article 13. If Warrant Article 13 fails, this article is null and void. 
(Majority vote required)

The following Saturday morning Moderator Sharon Somers called the meeting to order 
at 10:00 A. M. After the Pledge of Allegiance she explained the procedure for 
conducting the meeting and introduced the members of the Budget Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen and the Town Clerk. Moderator Somers read the Warrant and 
announced the results of Tuesday's election and stated that non residents may speak 
about but not vote on warrant articles. At this time, Pamela Noon explained that the 
State of NH had passed Senate bill #398 proclaiming March 30, 2013 as “Welcome 
Home Vietnam Veterans Day’. This year being the 40" anniversary of the ending of 
the Vietnam War (March 30, 1973). She asked all Vietnam veterans present to stand 
and be recognized. They did and received a standing ovation. At this time, Pam also 
recognized any veterans from all the other conflicts and had a moment of silence for 
those men and women who served who are no longer with us which included, Paul 
Stefanski, Calvin Eaton, William Brousseau, Edward Condon, Norman Daigle, Elwood 
“Red” Dixon, Howard Estabrook, Arthur Moore and Francis Perreault. 


Ronald Preston spoke about the Fire Department and explained all the improvements 
that have been made in the last year. He commended Fred Kozacka and Bob Moore 
and recognized Gordon Wills.

2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the Budget Committees 
recommended sum of Seven Hundred Twenty Five Thousand Five Hundred 
Forty Two Dollars ($725,542) for the general operation of the Town. (The 
selectman’s recommendation is Seven Hundred Twenty Five Thousand Five 
Hundred Forty Two Dollars ($725,542) for general Town operations. (Majority 
Vote required) Pamela Noon motioned to accept the article as read, seconded 
by Ronald Preston. Pamela Noon explained the line items. Dennis Blair made 
a motion to amend the article by removing line item 4212, lease of new police 
cruiser, the motion was seconded by George Werner. John Gamble explained 
that we are paying for two cruisers, the chief's car and the new 4 wheel drive 
Ford Explorer. The selectmen had already voted to lease the new vehicle 
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without a vote of the town using a previous year’s line item amount. The 
previous amount had to be used by Dec. 31.2012, thus the time conflict with 
waiting for Town Meeting. Walter Shivik asked about having Town approval 
before leasing, S. Balsavage, R. Syvertson, D. Mahoney, J. Van Bokkelen and 
Nancy Werner spoke. At this time Ronald Preston motioned to vote to move the 
amendment, seconded by Pam Noon. The amendment was voted and failed. 
Dennis Blair made a motion to restrict reconsideration on the amendment for 
line item 4212, seconded by James Van Bokkelen. The motion to restrict was | 
voted and passed. Continuing on the original line item review. The ambulance 

budget increase was explained by Angela Racine who stated that we now have 

an agreement with the Town of Amesbury for ambulance coverage. The rest of 

the Fire Dept. budget is down from last year's amount. EOC payment for drills 

to the personnel would be paid from the Town first and then reimbursed from 

FEMA. D. Blair motioned to move the question, seconded by P. Noon. The 

original budget amount ($725,542) was voted and passed. 


3.To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000) to be placed in the Town Buildings & Maintenance Expendable 
Trust Fund created in 1992 under RSA 31:19. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article 
by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority Vote 
Required). Pam Noon made the motion to accept the article as read, seconded by 
John Gamble. Pam Noon explained that the Town Hall and the old Barnard 
School, now Town Offices, both need new furnaces, sump pumps and the roof on 
the Town Hall needs replacing. The article was voted and passed. 


4.To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Thousand 
Dollars ($30,000) to be placed in the Highway Restoration Capital Reserve Fund 
created in 1997, under RSA 35:1. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 
and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority Vote Required). John 
Gamble motioned to accept the article. Pam Noon seconded and, after a short 
explanation by John Gamble, the article was voted and passed. 


5.To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000) to be placed in the Fire Engine Replacement Capital Reserve Fund 
created in 1993,under RSA 35:1. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 
and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote required) Pam Noon 
made the motion to accept, seconded by Ronald Preston. John Gamble spoke in 
favor of the article, and after no other discussion the article was voted and passed. 
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6.To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($2,500) to be placed in the Library Technology Capital 
Reserve Fund created in 2012, under RSA 35:1 . The Board of Selectmen recommend this 
article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote 
required). Pam Noon motioned to accept the article, seconded by Ronald Preston. 
Carole McCarthy explained that the software was at the library to be shared with the 
Barnard School. The article was voted and passed. 


7.To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seventeen 
Thousand Seven Hundred Sixty Dollars ($17,760) to purchase 8 sets of firefighting 
gear. The Board of Selectmen recommend this article by a vote of 3-0 and Budget Committee recommend this 
article by a vote of 5-0 (Majority vote required). Pam Noon motioned to accept the article. 
John Gamble seconded, and spoke in favor of the article. Due to the recent renewal 
of the Fire Dept. with more personnel, more equipment is needed. The article was 
voted and passed. 


8.Shall the Town of South Hampton authorize the Board of Selectmen to withdraw 
the Town from the Southeast Regional Refuse Disposal District 53-B effective June 
30, 2015, if said action is found by the Board of Selectmen to be in the best interest 
of the Town of South Hampton.(Majority vote required). Pam Noon made the motion 
to accept the article and Ron Preston seconded. Pam Noon stated that the 
Selectmen would like to get out of this district due to the expense. James Van 
Bokkelen spoke about getting into the district in the beginning. That board of 
Selectmen thought it would save the Town money, but it didn’t. The article was 
voted and passed. 


9.Shall the Town of South Hampton change the name of the section of road way 
know as “Old Rt. 150”- Exeter Road to Evans Road. Per RSA 231:133 -The governing 
body may change the name of a private street or highway when the name change is necessary to 
conform to the requirements of the enhanced 911 currently 54 Exeter Road and 60 Exeter Road are 
accessed off of Exeter Road, this is confusing for emergency vehicles to locate the address. Pam 
Noon motioned to accept the article, seconded by John Gamble. Pam Noon 
explained about the 911 system. John Gamble explained that the Evans family 
used to own all the land around the road in question, thus the name Evans Road. 
The article was voted and passed. 


10.To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Steve Kaneb took this opportunity to speak about the recent logging operation by 
the State of New Hampshire and said there are pictures available to the public. 
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Ed Campbell of the Fire Dept. stated that there are number placards available for 
address identification from the Town Office or the library at a cost of $10. 

Katherine Imbrescia stated that she wanted the Town Hail designated as the 
meeting place in case of a disaster. 


At this time Ronald Preston spoke about the recent resignation of Police Chief 
Jonathan Dennis. He stated that the “official reason” for the resignation was for 
medical reasons but that the other real reason was the fact that the Chief executed 
a Class B misdemeanor affecting the Town Administrator. Ron Preston stated that 
the Chief of Police should be held to a higher standard. Roy Syvertson asked if the 
Selectmen had considered termination. Ron Preston stated that due to the Chief's 
medical problems, the Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to accept his 
resignation. At this time, John Gamble introduced the new, interim Chief of Police, 
Robert Donovan. 


Pam Noon made the motion to adjourn the meeting, seconded by James Van 
Bokkelen. The meeting was adjourned at 12:34 PM.

At this time last year, our Police Department was in transition. Chief Jonathon 
Dennis retired, and retired Deputy Sheriff Robert Donovan Sr. became our interim 
Police Chief. Officers Doyle, Santiago and Markey also left. 


Chief Donovan made changes that the Board approved. One was eliminating the 
third cruiser, the unmarked car. It was sold, as a private sale for $10,000. Bob also 
helped the Board find and interview new chief candidates. 


Before a Chief was selected the Board considered combining our Police 
Department with Newton’s. Chief Streeter proposed a full time department with 
24 hour coverage for both Towns with two men and cruisers covering certain 
critical times. The offer was appealing with a $50,000 savings the first year. Both 
the Newton Board of Selectmen and Chief Streeter were accommodating. 
However, after much consideration, the South Hampton Board felt that we would 
lose our cruisers, men and entire department without any future savings. 


Eddie Edwards was appointed and became Chief on July ist. He is the retired 
Chief of the New Hampshire Liquor Commission Department. At his retirement 
reception he was highly touted by the Liquor Commissioners and his staff. He is a 
patrolling, part time Chief and intends to make many improvements to the 
department, such as better evidence protocols, report writing and training. 


The South Hampton Volunteer Fire Department continues its success by 
upgrading the equipment, further training the men and attaining more 
certifications. Their commitment to the town continues to be an inspiration to 
many. Other Towns now respect our Department as we are called on for Mutual 
Aide. The next step is to acquire a truck, a good used truck that is dependable and 
reliable. $57,000 has already been set aside (account 4915, line 10) and a special 
Warrant Article will be considered for that purpose at the March town Meeting. 
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The Town Hall roof was repaired this fall by Steve Belsalvage, who lives in town. 
The old shingles were stripped and any wood underneath that needed to be 
repaired was replaced. The “valley” on the Annex was particularly bad as there 
was nothing solid to nail to. New flashing has been installed. He also installed a 
louvered vent at the peak for better circulation. We appreciate his efforts to save 
the structure of the building. He took many pictures to document what was done. 
A disc is retained in the office. All three sections; annex, main hall and stage; were 
fully insulated. The benefits have already been noticed by those who have used 
the building. Some trim and gutter repairs were also done. 


Three heating systems are needed in the Town Hall, Town Office and Fire/Police 
Building. The Board is in the process of prioritizing which one should be done first, 
second and last. 


The Board asked Richard Verge, Building Inspector, to assess the buildings’ 
outside needs. He reported that clapboards on the rear gable of the Main Town 
Hall building need to be replaced and the building needs to be painted. The main 
hall windows need attention and the rear attic window needs to be puttied and 
painted as the glass is falling out. The three porticoes also need work so they are 
not lost. On the Town Office building 22 of the 35 vinyl windows need the rails 
replaced. Some sills and casings also need attention and the rear windows have 
leaked in a rain and wind storm. The plinth blocks at the corners have rotted. This 
building also needs to be painted and caulked. 


We will be forming a Building Committee to over-see these projects. We will be 
looking for tradesmen, electricians, plumbers, builders and painters. Contact a 
selectman, Richard Verge, or Angela Racine if you can help us. 


This past year we were accepted into the State’s Bridge Repair Program. The State 
has identified Stockman’s Bridge as being an appropriate project. The bridge has 
been “red flagged” for many years. If we get through this 3 to 5 year process 
successfully, the Town will be required to contribute some money to the project. 


The appeal to the New Hampshire Supreme Court by the Tuxbury Pond 
Campground has been withdrawn. In 2012 the Planning Board turned down the 
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expansion application. The campground appealed to the ZBA and the ZBA ruled 
that there is not enough road frontage as required by the Town’s Ordinances. The 
Rockingham County Superior Court upheld the ZBA’s ruling. Tuxbury then 
appealed the court’s decision to the State’s Supreme Court. That appeal has been 
withdrawn by the campground. The case is over for all intense and purposes. 


The price of hot top has increased regularly and the amount of the State’s Block 
Grant has decreased. We no longer can refurbish a whole road but patch up 
sections that are the most in need. The Summer Maintenance budget (account 
4311) has held at the same amount for more than nine years. In order to keep our 
roads in good repair and not let them go to the point that a major expense needs 
to be raised to save them, we will be implementing an annual maintenance plan. 


Unfortunately, the tennis court was vandalized and needs new fencing and 
netting. That was the best part of the field. We had already identified the fact that 
the fencing and backboard needed to be replaced, and that the ball field needs to 
be graded. One end runs off 18 inches. 


There is a lot to be done. We are only temporary custodians of South Hampton. 
We must preserve it in the best condition we can afford. With the “new” school 
payments ending at the end of 2015, we can lower the current tax bills; and plan 
to protect the Town’s infrastructure, town and school buildings, roads, bridges, 
vehicles and apparatus; while providing top-quality services. 


Again, | ask you to participate in your town. Know what is going on and why we 
pay the taxes we do. Join your neighbors who help out. We need your ideas and 
insight. We need you.

Dear Residents, 


The winter of 2013 started out slowly but in February we had super storm Nemo that left 25” of snow.

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Report of the Deliberative Session 
February 3, 2014 
Town of South Hampton, New Hampshire 


The 2014 Deliberative Session was held in the town of South Hampton in the County of Rockingham, in the said state, on 
the 3rd day of February, 2014. Moderator Sharon Somers called the meeting to order at 7:39 PM. 


Moderator Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: School Board members Kim Molin (chair), Nancy 
Considine and Rebecca Burdick; Sandra Macaulay-Merry, School District Clerk; SAU 21 Assistant Superintendent, Barbara 
Hopkins, Attorney Al Cassasa, and Barnard School Principal, Ken Darsney as well as Finance Manager, Nancy Tuttle, Also 
attending were Budget Committee members Dennis Blair, Will Hodge. 


Sharon Somers briefly outlined the procedures under which she would run the meeting; she then addressed the warrant 
articles, reading each article and allowing discussion between each one. 


1. Shall the School District raise and appropriate as'an operating budget, not including appropriations by special 
warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with 
the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $2,012,226?

The 2013 Deliberative Session was held in the town of South Hampton in the County of 
Rockingham, in the said state, on the 5th day of February, 2013. Moderator Sharon Somers called 
the meeting to order at 7:34pm. 


Moderator Sharon Somers introduced members of the school district: School Board members Kim 
Molin (chair), Nancy Considine and Rebecca Burdick; Sandra Macaulay, School District Clerk; SAU 
21 Assistant Superintendent, Barbara Hopkins, Attorney Al Cassasa, and Barnard School Principal 
Kenneth Darsney. Also attending were Budget Committee members Dennis Blair, Will Hodge, and 
George Werner. 


Sharon Somers outlined the procedures in which she would run the meeting. It was explained after 
reading out the warrant article, a school board member will address the Article which will then be 
opened up to the floor for discussion. Each person speaking must give his or her name and address. 
Any motion should be in an affirmative act. Any motion requires a second. There is one 
amendment at a time on the floor. When voting is taken it is done by a hand vote before going to 
the next article. The amending of warrant articles can be amended to 0, however wording cannot 
be amended. If there is a secret ballot, 5 people will need to submit written request prior to the 
vote. 


Article 1 

Shall the School District raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations 
by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the 
budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes set 
forth therein, totaling $1,991,444? Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be 
$1,992,794, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of 
the School District or by law; or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance 
with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. (Majority vote 
required) 


Note: Warrant Article #1 (operating budget) does not include appropriations in any other warrant 
articles. 


The Article was presented by Kim Molin. Kim noted the general operating budget is a decrease 
from the prior year. The previous expenditures and current budget were reviewed in detail. The 
budget committee supports the proposed budget. Spreadsheet listing what was spent over past 
years 2010, 2011 and current budget were distributed. Kim also discussed the difference between 
last year’s budget and current proposed budget. Kim notes there is a significant decrease in 
professional development and tuition reimbursement from the previous the year’s budget. The 
largest increase in technology was due to software. Building maintenance has a decrease from the 
boiler that was purchased in the previous year. Kim Molin makes note to thank voters for passing 
this Article in the previous year for purchase of the boiler. There is an increase in transportation as 
well as health and retirement. She also notes that payment on the school will be completed by 
2015. Becky Burdick made a motion, seconded by Nancy Considine to open this Article up for 
questions. 


John Wysoki of Highland Road asked if there was a savings since Kindergarten and 1:t grade are 
together for the morning instead of a full time 1st grade teacher. Kim explained in past years 1 and 
2 would be together all day, however this year K and 1 are together until lunch and at lunch K is 
dismissed and 1 moves up to 2™4 grade classroom. The K teacher works in special education in the 
afternoon. Kim Molin further explained the savings came in that a paraprofessional retired and the 
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school did no fill that position as there were fewer students in school. One other position also not 
filled was a recess monitor/paraprofessional due to fewer students. 


John Wysoki also asked, how the above is reflected into the salaries for this year’s budget? Kim 
Molin explained by referring back to page 1 of the spreadsheet. She noted that the savings of 
$21,000 is directly reflective of the paraprofessionals that we do not have. 


John Wysoki also asked, if we have less staff, why are we paying more money? Kim notes a step 
increase for teachers. 


John Wysoki asked if we will expect to see a decrease in the budget since the school has converted 
to a Macintosh system? Kim Molin explained the Macintosh computers were purchased because 
they have a reputation for needing less maintenance. Last year, the person performing the IT 
service worked more hours as he was needed for support with the new computer system, so the 
budget was increased for this. This year’s increase is for software. Kim continued, stating she does 
not know if there will be a decrease as they are new and the future is unknown. 


John Wysoki also asked, if the IT person’s hours are going to continue to be up, or will they go back 
down? Kim Molin answers, his hours will not likely decrease as technology is used more in the 
classroom and teachers are having more questions. His job is more than maintenance. Kim Molin, 
thanked the budget committee and administration for working hard on this budget and being 
cognicent of taxpayers of South Hampton. With no further questions, Sharon Somers reread the 
Article and by a show of hands this Article was moved to the ballot as stated. Becky Burdick 
motioned to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Nancy Considine 


Article 2 

To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate $7,000 to be added to the existing 
expendable trust fund known as the Computer Technology Fund, for the purpose of purchasing 
computer technology equipment? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was presented by Becky Burdick. Becky discussed that the goal of this Article is to 
keep the school up to date on technology and to purchase new computers every few years. In the 
future this may be different as the school has converted to Macintosh. Recommendation is to keep 
this account open in case it is needed. Nancy Considine motioned, seconded by Kim Molin to open 
this Article up for discussion. 


Andrea Kaneb of Highland Rd, asked if this money will be spent every three years even though 
there are fewer students? Becky Burdick responded that for now recommendation is to keep it at 
the same amount and see what happens in 3 more years. If there is not a need to purchase, then the 
money would not be spent and would stay in the account. With no further questions, Sharon 
Somers reread the Article and by a show of hands this Article was moved to the ballot as stated. 
Kim Molin motioned to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Nancy Considine. 


Article 3 

To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $15,000 to be added to the 
existing Special Education Expendable Trust Fund for educating educationally disabled children, 
with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2013 unreserved fund balance available for 
transfer on July 1, 2013? The School Board and the Budget Committee recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was presented by Nancy Considine. Special education needs are evaluated and 
budgeted on a yearly basis. If an unexpected special education need arises without this, it could 
damage the school budget. If there is a surplus in operating budget then up to $15,000 would be 
put into this trust. Currently, there is $100,000 in this trust. School administration recommends 
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adding $15,000. A motion was made by Kim Molin and seconded by Becky Burdick, to open this 
Article up for discussion. 


Judy Shivik of 28 Main Ave asked if the school has been using these moneys, or is it just an accrual? 
Kim Molin responded, it is accrued. Kim Molin also noted, we are not asking to raise this amount 
but if there is money left over in the budget it would be put into this trust. With no further 
questions, Sharon Somers reread the article and by a show of hands this Article was moved to the 
ballot as stated. Kim Molin motioned to restrict reconsideration, seconded by Becky Burdick. 


Article 4 

To see if the School District will vote to raise and appropriate up to $10,000 to be added to the 
existing School Building Maintenance Expendable Trust Fund for the purpose of repairing and 
maintaining Barnard School, with such amount to be funded from the June 30, 2013 unreserved 
fund balance available for transfer on July 1, 2013? The School Board and the Budget Committee 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required.) 


The warrant was presented by Nancy Considine. Summarizing, this fund is similar to special 
education article where the moneys would be used only if there is an unforeseen maintenance need, 
which is not available in the budget. Becky Burdick made the motion, seconded by Kim Molin, to 
open the Article up for discussion. 


Judy Shivik of Main Ave asked the panel how do you prioritize this from article 3? Nancy Considine 
responded, in order as they are placed on the ballot. 


Angela Racine of 237 Main Ave questioned the wording of this amendment. Specifically the year for 
transfer of 2013. Discussion ensued. Attorney Cassasa stated the wording is correct as written. 
Barbara Hopkins explained that the warrant is funded at the end of the 2013 school year. 


John Wysoki asked about the debt that will retire once the mortgage on the school is paid off. What 
will happen to that money? Kim Molin addressed the question. The plan is to develop a long range 
facilities committee to discuss the future of our school. 


Carole McCarthy asked how many students do we have now? Kim Molin answered 68 students K-8. 
Ken Darsney added the largest combined class is first and second grade with 20 students. Doug 
Hadley of Chase Road added the largest combined class should drive the technology lab. 


With no further questions, Sharon Somers reread the article and by a show of hands this Article was 
moved to the ballot as stated. Becky Burdick motioned to restrict reconsideration, seconded by 
Kim Molin. 


Sharon Somers addressed the public stating all articles are concluded. She opens the floor up for 
further business. 


Kim Molin addressed the public. The School Board is looking for people interested in being 
involved in the long range committee. The first meeting will be Feb 13, 2013. There will likely 
monthly meetings to start and discuss interest in a science lab equipment as well as school library. 


With no further business, Sharon Somers motion to adjourn at 8:36 pm, so moved by Kim Molin, 
seconded by Becky Burdick. Motion was approved by a show of hands.

The School Board has had another busy and industrious year in 2013. We have continued to offer 
our support to the students of Barnard School and have enjoyed positive collaboration with the 
school’s staff, town officials, South Hampton community members and the Amesbury school 
district. 


We would like to extend a sincere thank you to the voters of South Hampton for your continued 
support of our school budget. In March 2013, the school’s operating budget of $1,991,444.00 was 
approved. We are pleased to report that our budget had decreased slightly from the previous year 
by approximately $21,000.00. In addition to passing the operating budget, funds were approved to 
be added to the Technology Capital Reserve for the purpose of purchasing technology equipment. 
Warrant articles to add funds to the Special Education Expendable Trust and the Building 
Expendable Trust were also approved. The purpose of the Expendable Trusts is to have resources 
set aside to cover unforeseen expenses which may arise during the year which had not been 
budgeted for. We feel it is prudent to have these funds available so the school’s operating budget is 
not impacted in the event of a large unanticipated expense. It is with your support that our 
students will continue to receive the opportunities necessary to help them to succeed. Again, we 
thank you. 


As a School Board, we recognize the financial impact that the school’s budget has on the 
community. Therefore, we strive to return unexpended funds to the town whenever possible to 
help to reduce the tax rate. We are pleased that we were able to return approximately $137,000.00 
of unexpended funds from the 2012-2013 budget. While the School Board has the authority to 
utilize the entirety of the school’s budget, we continue to work to operate with fiscal responsibility 
and restraint, returning monies to the town whenever possible. 


A Long Range Facilities Committee was established in early 2013. The 11 member committee is 
comprised of South Hampton residents, Barnard School Principal Mr. Darsney, SAU Administration 
and the School Board. Barnard School staff members have also actively participated over the 
course of the year. The purpose of the committee is to examine how to best maintain and utilize the 
school facility, so we can continue to educate our students in a safe, effective and up-to-date 
learning environment. For many years, there has been a desire to have a science lab at Barnard 
School for our students to explore and study science through a more hands-on approach. In 2013, 
the committee began the exploratory phase to examine the feasibility of converting the current 
grade 5-8 science classroom into a room that would continue to operate as a classroom as well as a 
grades K-8 science lab. The committee will continue to work toward this goal into 2014. 


Currently, Barnard School also does not have a dedicated space for a school library. The school 
does contain many wonderful books in the various classrooms which students have the ability to 
“check-out” to bring home, however we also want our students to gain a library experience. We feel 
fortunate that our students have the opportunity to walk across the street to the South Hampton 
Library with their class to gain that experience. We are pleased to announce that in 2013 the Town 
Library and Barnard School have begun to work together to merge our databases to give both 
students and community members better access to the titles in both buildings. We would like to 
thank the South Hampton Library for their partnership in this endeavor, which helps us to meet the 
requirements set forth by the State of New Hampshire for library education. 


The School Board now meets the first Monday of the month at 5:30 pm at Barnard School. We 
welcome all those who wish to attend. Please visit SAU21’s website at www.sau21.org for 
additional information regarding school board meetings and school board policies.

Our SAU#21 students and staff deserve praise and acknowledgement for their many 
accomplishments this past school year. This hard work is chronicled in the annual reports of our 
building principals and school board chairs. It is my hope that the stories of these accomplishments 
will help you to better understand and appreciate the diverse and varied activities occurring 
throughout the SAU#21 classrooms. 


This is also a time to thank the efforts of our school board members. For school board members a 
school year represents many hours of commitment to the needs of our students. There are regular 
monthly meetings, many budget meetings, subcommittee meetings and countless additional 
meetings associated with a board member's responsibilities to the students. Kudos and thank-you 
to our board members for their work on behalf of all students. 


Several of our SAU#21 schools were recognized statewide for their work to improve student 
learning. 


Winnacunnet High School was recognized through the Commissioner’s Circle of Excellence award. 
This award recognizes schools that aspire to excellence by being innovative in service to children. 
Two of our schools, the Hampton Falls Lincoln Akerman School and the North Hampton School, 
were selected as Reward Schools by the New Hampshire Department of Education.

Dear South Hampton Community Members, 


On behalf of the entire Barnard School Staff, Students, and their Families I extend thanks to the South 
Hampton Community for your support of the academic, cultural, social, emotional and physical 
development of our most precious resource, the children who will shape our future. The following are 
some highlights of 2013 and some predictions of future activities and initiatives to enhance our learning 
environment. 


The year of 2013 was one of major staffing changes here. Mrs. Stephanie Robinson, our Special 
Education Director announced last spring that she was leaving us to look for opportunities to spend 
more time in the classroom and with her wonderful family. After a thorough search involving parents, 
staff, the School Board, the SAU and Barnard administration we were delighted to have Ms. Aline 
Donabedian join our Barnard Family. Ms. Donabedian brings many years of experience in all phases and 
levels of Special Education from teaching in the classroom, case management, out-of-district placement 
and program administration with the Chelmsford MA School District. From the day she started last 
August, Aline has worked diligently with students, parents, staff, specialists, and administration here, at 
Amesbury HS, Whittier Tech, and various off-site providers to provide exemplary service and program 
analysis. 


In addition to Mrs. Robinson, Mr. Frank Brunette, Grade 5-6 Language Arts, 5-6 Social Studies, and 1-8 
World Language, and one of our longest tenured teachers, was granted a one-year sabbatical to pursue 
his dream to work with Trashcan Lid Productions on an anti-bullying artist-in-residence program. To 
fill these many functions, Mrs. Sara Casassa, Grade 7-8 Language Arts took on Grades 5-6. She is 
supported by an increase in the hours and responsibilities of Mrs. Carol Dugan, our part-time Reading 
Specialist. Ms. Erin Hoy, a former long-term sub at North Hampton Elementary assumed the World 
Language responsibilities and I took the opportunity to re-enter the classroom teaching Grade 5-6 Social 
Studies. We all wish Frank the best in following his passion on behalf of promoting kindness and respect 
for self and others! 


In the fall of 2012 our students in grades 3-8 again participated in NECAP (New England Common 
Assessment Program) testing in Mathematics and Reading, with grades 5 and 8 also participating in 
Writing. Grades 4 and 8 also took the NECAP Science test in the spring of 2013. I am pleased to announce 
that our students’ performance in Reading, Math, Writing, and Science continues to be significantly above 
the state average. 


Academics, of course, are our number one responsibility here at Barnard School and we take it very 
seriously. We are continuing with the implementation of the Common Core State Standards in Math, 
Reading and Writing, and the K-8 adoption of Next Generation Science Standards. Several teachers have 
spent the last year looking at various math curricula by examining sample resources, contacting 
publishers and schools, conducting visitations and sampling classroom materials. After a thorough 
process the Team decided to adopt the Scott-Foresman “enVisionMATH” Program in our K-6 
classrooms. They are confident that this hands-on technology-based program will prepare our students 
for the rigors of math instruction in the upper grades, high school, and beyond. I am please to announce 
that the initial set of materials has already been acquired due to funding from the REAP (Rural 
Education Achievement Program) Federal Grant. We continue to use NWEA (Northwest Educational 
Association) nationally normed and standardized testing to drive instruction in Mathematics, Reading, 
Writing, and Science in addition to AIMSweb for Reading to drive instruction. We painstakingly analyze 
statewide NECAP individual and class results to make certain that our students are equipped with the 
tools and skills for current and future learning. Our teaching staff participates in District-sponsored and 
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outside workshops and seminars to avail themselves with cutting-edge teaching skills and to be fully 
aware of best practice in all aspects of their instruction. 


Field trips are an essential enrichment experience here at Barnard and in 2013 our students in Grades K- 
8 traveled to the Isles of Shoals, while participating in science and social studies lessons during the 
excursion. Once ashore, they toured the island, learning about its rich social, economic, and religious 
history and that of the Portsmouth Harbor Region. On other trips students in Grades K-1 visited the 
Manchester Millyards and 5-8 embarked on a Gundalow Cruise on the Piscataqua and Great Bay, 
learning about the economic, political, and ecological impact of these historic buildings and ships. 


The Barnard PTA continues to be a major positive influence and a generous supporter of school activities. 
In the spring the entire school participated in a production of “The Princess and the Pea” and Mr. 
Brunette brought his “Sticks and Stones” Trashcan Lids Productions program just before Christmas 
Break to end the year with a positive note. They sponsor events like their Blaze the Trail 5K and Fall 
Festival to build community and fundraise to support programming. They are always there with 
refreshments and support for every school-sponsored event. 


As far as the future is concerned we have much to look forward to as we look at ways to enhance our 
students’ learning. This is the first year of Phase II our comprehensive library plan and we will continue 
to work with the South Hampton Library to provide the best services for students while looking at our 
own facility and catalogued collections. This year our collections will be merged, with online access, for 
our students and library patrons. Our “Living Lab” garden continues to thrive with irrigation projects 
and produce for Our Neighbor’s Table. Technology has been an increased focus to prepare our 21st 
Century Classrooms and we intend to meet the increased responsibility to prepare our students for the 
demands of high school, higher education, and the work force.
